





Preschool 
project a go

The construction of a new building for the Didsbury 
Preschool Society got the green light last week after 
the project received a provincial grant of nearly 
$49,000. 

“It feels absolutely wonderful and a little bit scary, 
because now I’ve got to get [a new school] built," said 
education assistant Stacey Lodermeier. 

Demolition of the current facility - located near the 
corner of 23 St. and 18 Ave. - has received conditional 
approval from town council and is slated for June 5. 

Most of the volunteers are already in place for the 
construction, although there is still a need for some¬ 
one to do the drywall. 

The money received from the province is part of the 
Community Facilities Enhancement Program (CFEP), 
which requires applicants to match the amount 
received with an equal amount in funds and volunteer 
labour. 

“I think this is probably one of the most popular pro¬ 
grams that we have come up with in a very long time," 
said Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA Richard Marz, 
adding that the matching aspect helps to weed out friv¬ 
olous expectations. 

“You’ve got to have believers in the project and par-, 
ticipation," he said. “It helps keep our local facilities 
up to par and up to standard and keeps them running 
efficiently.” 

Didsbury AG Foods has also chosen the Didsbury 
Preschool to benefit from their Community Rewards 
Program in May. The store has selected about 750 
items. With each sale of designated items in May 2009, 
the preschool will receive 10 cents. 

“The more support we get from the community, the 
more funds that’ll be raised for the group," said 
Didsbury AG Foods manager Greg Poirier. 

AG Foods will also be hosting two barbecues next 
month, with all proceeds going towards the new build¬ 
ing. 

The need for a new school became evident in 
October of 2007, when a Calgary Health Region inspec¬ 
tor visiting the school advised staff that changes would 
have to be made to fix the worn building, which has 
large cracks in the foundation and a slowly sagging 
roof. 

Lodermeier hopes to have the new preschool com¬ 
pleted in time for the start of the next school year on 
Sept. 15. 

“We are going to pray to the heavens that the weath¬ 
er is good and we can get this built in three months and 
reopen our doors," she said. 

Forty-five students have already enrolled for the 
2009-10 school year and there is a waiting list for an 
additional class for another 15 children, which could 
be opened if there is enough interest. 

Although the larger space could potentially allow 
more children, “we’ve decided to allow better pro¬ 
gramming versus more children,” said Lodermeier. 

The official presentation of the grant cheque to the 
Didsbury Preschool Society by MLA Richard Marz will 
be on Friday, April 24 in Olds.

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Didsbury vacationers get shock 

Canadian travellers scramble as Conquest Vacations declares bankruptcy

A group of Didsburians vacationing in Mexico nearly 
had their idyllic holiday unexpectedly ruined last week. 

“It was a complete shock to get a phone call from my 
mom in Mexico on my cellphone saying, ‘1 need your 
help,"’ said Tara Windsor, whose parents Craig and Paula 
Drever were part of a group of seven that headed south 
together. 

Then, while basking in the tropical heat outside an all 
inclusive resort last Thursday afternoon, April 16, they 
were suddenly summoned by management. 

“There’s a few of them that were just laying on the 
beach enjoying the sun and another person of their party 
came and said ’We need to talk to the front desk,’” said

The stunned vacationers were informed that Conquest 
Vacations - whom the group had booked the all-inclusive 
trip through - had not paid for their hotel rooms. 

Hotel management then demanded that the group either 
make immediate payment for the full two weeks of their 
planned stay or pay up their bill to date and find lodging 
elsewhere. 

They would soon discover that Conquest had declared 
bankruptcy tin* previous day, leaving the company’s cus¬ 
tomers stranded. 

Conquest could not be reached for comment, as its 
phone line has since been disconnected. 

However, on its website, the vacation operator offers an 
explanation for its collapse, which it attributes to the eco¬ 
nomic downturn as well as “overcapacity and [a] price 
war among the major tour operators [and] unrealistic and 
unreasonable demands by 
the credit card processing 
companies.” 

“It was a big shock,” said 
Windsor. “Conquest has 
been in business for 37 
years and they just closed 
the doors like that without 
warning. 

“They’re having to pay 
more money, more than 
they should have because 
they trusted Conquest to do 
their financial end of 
things." 

Unlike several other 
provinces - including 
Ontario, which has the 
Travel Industry Council of Ontario (TICO) - Alberta does 
not have an organization that protects travellers who 
book packages through registered travel agencies. 

As a result, in this province, if tour operators suddenly 
fail, their customers are on their own. 

“They’re either homeless...until they come home on 
their flight or they fork out more money to stay at a hotel," 
noted Windsor. 

The Drevers and their friends were ultimately able to 
negotiate a lower hotel bill and will return home April 26, 
as originally planned on. 

Sunquest Vacations, the country’s second biggest travel 


company, has offered flights to those affected by the 
Conquest bankruptcy. 

"As a gesture of goodwill, we are offering travellers, 
who are rebooking their vacations with Sunquest over the 
next 10 days, $100 off the lowest current Sunquest rates - 
with proof of their Conquest Vacations purchase," CE() of 
Thomas Cook Canada Michael Friisdahl told the 
Canadian Press. 

“Sunquest has guaranteed them a seat for the flight 
home," said a relieved Windsor. 

Although the travel insurance that her parents have on 
their credit card will likely cover their unexpected 
expense, the experience has nevertheless been “very frus¬ 
trating," Windsor added. 

Local travel agency Carlson Wagonlit Don's World 
Travel declined to comment on the Conquest bankruptcy.

AIDS conviction 
raises many 
questions

The recent murder conviction of 
a man who knowingly passed on 
*«£*■> AIDS to two unsuspecting 

women, causing their deaths, rais-

ing public safety and personal pri¬ 
vacy rights. 

A jury in Hamilton found that Johnston Aziga 
intentionally caused the death of the women 
through unprotected sexual intercourse. He was 
convicted of murder, aggravated sexual assault and 
sexual assault. 

It Ls the first-ever murder conviction for spreading 
AIDS in Canada He will be sentenced next month. 

Court heard that although he had been made 
aware in 1996 that he was carrying HIV and that pub¬ 
lic health officials had ordered him to disclose his ill¬ 
ness to any potential sexual partners, Aziga declined 
to tell the women the danger they were in and, as a 
result, they contracted AIDS and died. 

At first glance the conviction seems to be a dear- 
cut case of a murderer getting his just reward. 

Aziga know ingly and intentionally caused his part¬ 
ners to die terrible deaths, choosing to put his own 
gratification before the safety and well being of 
innocent people. As such, his murder conviction is a 
fitting penalty for a horrific crime. 

And not only does the conviction and its penalties 
hand Aziga a just punishment for his callous disre¬ 
gard of public safety, it may also deter others from 
committing similar crimes. 

Yet on the other hand, the niling may have an 
unforeseen and long-term negative public health 
consequence, including right here in west central 
Alberta. 

That is, will the ruling lead some people to choose 
not to be tested for HIV so they can later argue that 
they didn’t knowingly pass on the potentially deadly 
virus to others? 

Controlling infectious diseases - whether it’s HIV 
or syphilis or tuberculosis or any similar ailment - 
requires public disclosure. If patients are not pre¬ 
pared to go to their physicians to be tested, how will 
doctors and nurses get the information they need to 
plan treatment, research, and prevention programs? 

The case also raises another big question: Should 
passing the flu to a co-worker, for example, when 
the worker subsequently dies also lead to murder 
charge? What about ot her similar illnesses? 

Ihe Aziga niling has already lead some HIV aware¬ 
ness groups to complain about the lack of public 
debate over whether charges relating to HIV deaths 
should ever be upped from criminal negligence 
causing death to murder. 

Tills murder conviction breaks new ground in the 
public health arena, putting the issue of spreading 
communicable diseases squarely in the public fonun 
as never before. 

No doubt lawmakers, judges and juries will l>e 
struggling with the issue in the days and months to 
come.

LAND USE BYLAW 2009-03 

Notice is hereby given that the Town Council of Didsbury has passed first reading of 
a bylaw to create a new Land Use Bylaw. 

(1) The purpose of this bylaw is to. amongst other things: 

(a) divide the municipality into districts; 

(b) prescribe and regulate the purpose for which land and buildings may be used 
for each district; 

(c) establish the office of the Development Officer; 

(d) establish a method of making decisions on applications for development 
permits including the issuing of development permits; 

(e) prescribe a procedure to notify owners of land likely to be affected by the issue 
of a development permit; 

(f) implement any municipal statutory plans; and 

(g) may prohibit or regulate and control the use and development of lands and 
buildings in a municipality 

A public hearing prior to second and third reading of the proposed bylaw will be held 
April 21, 2009, commencing at 6:00pm in the Council Chambers of the Town of 
Didsbury Municipal Office, 2037-19 Avenue. 

The hearing will be conducted under the chairmanship of the Mayor, or his designated 
person, for the purpose of hearing opinions and comments and/or objections to the 
proposed bylaw. 

The style of the hearing will be informal and persons wishing to speak will be 
requested to state their name and address for the record upon being recognized by the 
Chairman. Opportunities to speak will not be restricted, but recognition to speak will 
be at the discretion of the Chairman. Written responses will also be accepted up until 
12:00 noon April 20, 2009. 

The public may inspect a copy of the proposed Land Use Bylaw amendments at the 
Town of Didsbury Municipal Office, 2037-19 Avenue, during regular office hours 
8:30am to 4:30pm, Monday to Friday; or view a copy on the Town of Didsbury 
website at www.didsbury.ca.

The group is also 
spearheading the first- 
ever Bear Awareness 
Week in Didsbury, 
Cremona, Sundre and 
the surrounding area 
April 20 to 25. 

“There’s a lot of people 
that live and hunt and 
recreate in this area that 
have no idea that there’s 
that many bears,” says 
Wagner, whose husband 
Robert was killed in an 
unexpected encounter 
with a grizzly last year 
while bow hunting for 
elk along the Little Red 
Deer River south of the 
Westward Ho Park 
Campground. 

“My husband grew up 
and hunted in this area 
all his life and had no 
idea,” she recalls, noting

The best way to deal with bear problems is to prevent them 
You must take extra precautions in food preparation and food storage 
when you are camping in bear country Never underestimate the bear’s 
ability to locate carelessly stored food The following general rules 
apply to all situations in bear country

• Do not keep any food in sleeping or working areas 

• Do not keep any personal hygiene products in your sleeping tents, 
(toothpaste, soaps, deodorants, shampoos, tooth brushes) 

• Maintain a separate area for cooking and food storage. Store personal 
hygiene products in the food storage area. 

• Attempt to produce few leftovers or food wastes 

• Attempt to reduce food odors, try and take low odor foods with you in 
the field. Freeze-dried toods have very little odor. 

• Use leftovers as soon as possible Store all leftovers for a short time 
and use sealed airtight containers 

• Grease is very attractive to bears. Attempt to cook non-greasy foods 
as much as possible Wash off the stove, tables, and barbeques after 
every meal to reduce odors 

• Bum greases in a hot fire or reuse it right away. Store grease in an 
airtight container 

• Incinerate garbage on a daily basis or remove it from camp daily Bum 
garbage away from camp, at least 200 meters downwind from camp in 
a visible area. 

• Burying the garbage will not eliminate the odours. Bears have dig up 
buried garbage Do not bury garbage - bum it. 


Remember when you’re camping to: 


• Always keep a clean camp. 

• Use a designated camping area. 

• Don't leave food out when not in use. Store it in 
bear-resistant storage unit, hard shelled vehicle 
or car trunk. 

• Use bear-resistant trash receptacles. 

• Set up tents with space 
between them. 

• Keep pets on a leash. 

• Keep your sleeping area, tent and sleeping bag 
free of food and odors. 

• Don't sleep in clothes you cooked in or with food. 

• Keep a flashlight and bear pepper spray readily 

available.

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High School eyes track upgrade

can conic over and run on a proper surface that's 
designed for that," he said. 

With the rubberized tracks already overbooked in 
Calgary and Red Deer, there is also potential to draw 
running clubs to Didsbury for their events. 

“Some of them have expressed that they might be 
able to run some summer camps if we had this type of 
facility," said Dagg, adding that it would also provide 
local seniors with a nice place to walk on if residents 
wanted to do a walking club there. 

“1 think there’s a lot of benefits for the town," he 
said. In the days when you’re looking for some sort of 
niche or something that will make your [school) spe¬ 
cial, that would be a real nice facility to offer and have 
students he proud of." 

The school is applying for $250,000 - the maximum 
CFEP grant amount allowed - to allow for any unfore¬ 
seen expenses. 

For the province to provide its matching contribu¬ 
tion, DHS must come up with $125,000 in funds or vol¬ 
unteer labour. 

A portion of that cost has already been covered by a 
donation of $55,000 several years ago from Eldon and 
Anne Foote. 

“That was part of it, knowing that we had that kind 
of money that we could put towards it,” said Dick. “We 
[are|hoping that we would within two years be able to 
start tendering out the rubberized part." 

To raise the remaining money, the school is working 
together with the town to find additional grants. 

However, “if people are interested and willing to put 
something out there, we’d certainly appreciate it," 
Dick said. 


Local runners could be seeing some upgrades to the 
track at Didsbury High School. 

The school plans to ‘rubberize’ the track by adding a 
weather-proof layer over the existing asphalt surface. 

Total cost for the project is estimated at $200,000, 
and school administration has applied for a matching 
grant under the provincial Community Facility 
Enhancement Program (CFEP), the same program that 
the Didsbury preschool recently received funding 
through. 

The cost will be worthwhile, said DHS principal 
Garth Dagg, since the upgrade would make DHS the 
only school in Chinook’s Edge and the only facility 
between Red Deer and Calgary to have a rubberized 
track. 

“[That] would allow us to...become the centre for 
Chinook’s Edge to run some of the zone track meets,” 
Dagg said. 

The improvements would also allow area track 
teams to begin training earlier in the year. 

Schools in Cremona and Carstairs have already 
expressed interest in utilizing the facility if the project 
goes ahead. 

A rubberized track would allow them to train locally 
and could even open the door to Didsbury hosting the 
Alberta Summer Games. 

The springier surface would also be “better for your 
legs for running and if there’s a wipeout,” said Dagg, 
adding that town council has gotten behind the 
school’s CFEP application.

Council agreed to provide a letter of support for the 
application. 

“We see this as being a high-use venue that will allow 
members of our community to walk, jog or run on a 
surface specifically designed for such activities,” 
wrote town administration in recommending that 
council support the application. 

Indeed, its increased potential as a community track 
is a major reason why the project is being pursued, 
explained DHS vice-principal Curtis Dick.

‘greater certainty

I would like to thank 
Albertans who took the 
time to study Bill 19 and 
provide input to govern¬ 
ment . 

In response to the input 
from Albertans, the gov¬ 
ernment is currently con¬ 
sidering draft amend¬ 
ments to Bill 19, the Land 
Assembly Project Area 
Act, to assure landowners 
that they will be treated 
fairly. 

The purpose of Bill 19 
is to enhance transparen¬ 
cy and accountability, 
while allowing in the 
Alberta government to 
plan for future develop¬ 
ment and to acquire land 
for major long-term infra¬ 
structure projects like 
transportation utility cor¬ 
ridors. 

The draft amendments 
under consideration are 
intended to create greater 
certainty for landowners 
in the process. 

The proposed amend¬ 
ments would reflect gov¬ 
ernment policy by requir¬ 
ing that a land-buying 
program be implemented 
as soon as a project is 
approved. In other words, 


when a landowner is 
ready to sell, government 
would be required to 
begin negotiations to pur 
chase the property. 

Additional changes 
would require govern¬ 
ment to make a final deci¬ 
sion about designating 
land as a project area 
within two years of initi¬ 
ating formal consulta¬ 
tions with affected 
landowners and put 
greater emphasis on 
mandatory consultation 
with landowners before 
final decisions are made. 

Government is working 
to ensure that this legisla¬ 
tion strikes the right bal¬ 
ance. 

Landowners must be 
respected and consulted. 
At the same time, we 
must also recognize large 
parcels of land are 
required for large-scale, 
long-term infrastructure 
projects that benefit all 
Albertans. 

Alberta will continue to 
grow and Bill 19 puts a 
plan in place to meet the 
province's infrastructure 
needs.
